Chicago's biggest educational prob- 
lem in the next ten years will be to 
meet the ever increasing demand for 
high school education, according to 
the building survey just completed by 
Supt. McAndrew’s staff of building ex- 


In the last five years the attendance 
in-the high schools has increased 71 
per cent while the enrollment in ele- 
mentary schools increased only 22 per 
dent. 

Although a shortage. of 1,074 rooms 
in elementary schools existing now is 
considered acute, the high school ac 
commbddations are found even more 
inadequate.

The school system as now organized 
constitutes six 
three years in the junior high n

Thus the junior highs take in the 
seventh, eighth and ninth grades. 

It is estimated by the survey that to 
meet the norma! increase in attendance 
and the demand for high choc edu- 
cation seventy-five junior high schools 
should be erected in the next ten years.
